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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 61-96 drawn to a therapeutical composition, and the methods of making and 
method of using the same. 

Group II, claim(s) 61-92 and 97 drawn to a nutritional supplement, and the method of making the 
same. 

Group III, claim(s) 61-92 and 98-100, drawn to a food additive, and the method of making the 
same. 

Group IV, claim(s) 61-92 and 101, drawn to cosmetic composition, and the method of making 
the same. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The inventions of Group I-IV (therapeutical 
composition, nutritional supplement, food additives and cosmetic composition) represent 
separate and distinct subject matters. They differ with respect to ingredients, method steps, and 
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final utility and results. They therefore have different issues regarding patentability and 
enablement and represent patentable distinct subject matter. 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Liquid oils: fish oil, soybean oil, and olive oil; 

Solid fats: beeswax, propolis, butter, artificially hydrogenated vegetable oil, palm oil, coca 
butter, and lanolin. 

Additional ingredients: flavoring agent (claims 80-81); odorant (claim 82-83). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species from each of the 
three groups above to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.

The following claim(s) are generic: Claims 61, 68, 77-80, 89, 93, 96-98 and 101. 
4. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: each of the liquid oils has different fatty acid 
components, they have different functions with respect to biological activity and physical 
property; similarly, each of the solid fats has different fatty acid components, they have different 
functions with respect to biological activity and physical property; Regarding the additional 
additives, note the flavoring agent and odorant have distinctly different chemical structures and 
their biological functions are completely different. Thus, the species listed above lack the same 
or special technical feature and do not relate to a single general inventive concept.
